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Meat probes fail to make cut 


O The management in charge of slaughterhouse inspections are not doing their job, says auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe O Deficiencies are ranked on a scale of 1 (minor) to 3 (immediate shutdown) 



Nova Scotia’s monitoring of slaugh¬ 
terhouses and meat-processing 
plants is insufficient and could pose 
a risk to public health, according 
to a report by the province’s audi¬ 
tor general. 

Jacques Lapointe found that the 
Department of Agriculture has no 
formal policy for how often the 
province’s 28 slaughterhouses and 
14 meat-processing plants are 
inspected — and the informal pol¬ 
icy of completing monthly inspec¬ 
tions is not being followed. 

“Departmental audits of slaugh¬ 
terhouses and meat-processing 
facilities are not being done with 
regularity or consistency, and there 
is little enforcement of compliance 
by the facilities with standards and 
regulations when problems are dis¬ 
covered,” Lapointe said at a press 
conference yesterday. 

The report found that four 
slaughterhouses had no audits 
from April 2009 to December 2010. 
In one facility that was audited, the 
same deficiency was identified in 
four consecutive audits over a peri¬ 
od of two-and-a-half years. 

There is also no requirement for 
inspectors to test for bacteria when 
assessing the relative sanitation of 
the facilities. An assessment of the

facilities’ cleanliness is left up to 
inspectors’ eyesight and judgment. 

“I found that quite surprising... 
but given the overall level of inspec¬ 
tion, I guess that isn’t surprising,” 
said Lapointe. When asked if he 
meant the inspection of the facili¬ 
ties is that lacking, Lapointe said 
he did. 

Agriculture Minister John Mac- 
Donell said his department will 
move to implement all 16 of 
Lapointe’s recommendations by 
next summer. 

“For us, it kind of showed some 
areas of weakness that we’ve had in 
our mind that we should address. 
But it also showed strong points, 
that the slaughterhouse facilities 
are working the way they should 
and the staff is well-trained for that 
work,” said MacDonell.

On a November morning in 
2009, a Canadian Armed 
Forces bus collided with an 
SUV, throwing Cpl.

But somehow he man¬ 
aged to crawl back and haul 
an unconscious Cpl. Steve 
Keddy from the burning 
bus. 

“It gets back to my mili¬ 
tary training,” said Mathe¬ 
son. “Once something like 
that happens, it just clicks 
in your mind, that this is 
what has to happen.” 

And yet it still took him 
some time to accept what 
Keddy knew right away — 
and what a Nova Scotia 
medal of bravery, awarded 
to Matheson and two others 
yesterday, recognized — 
that this was a brave man. 

“I suffered a fractured 
spine during the incident, 
and believe it or not, his 


first words to me were, ‘I’m 
sorry I moved you,’ ” said 
Keddy. “He was almost 
apologetic for saving my 
life.” 

Wolfville’s Nancy McBay 
and Colchester County’s 
Samuel Adams were grant¬ 
ed bravery medals yester¬ 
day by Premier Darrell 
Dexter at a ceremony at 
Province House. 

Last August, despite re¬ 
cent surgery, McBay 
jumped into a rip tide near 
Kejimkujik National Park 
to rescue a woman who 
was being dragged out to 
sea. McBay has no swim¬ 
ming certification, but she 
was swimming since she 
was a child. 

“Mind you, I was terri¬ 
fied,” said the 57-year-old. 

And in January, Adams, 
72, leapt out of bed when 
he heard screams outside, 
and found a woman 
trapped in a burning over¬ 
turned car.

AG abandons audit of offshore board 


Nova Scotia’s auditor gener¬ 
al has abandoned an audit 
into the Canada-Nova Sco¬ 
tia Offshore Petroleum 
Board (CNSOPB), saying his 
office was denied docu¬ 
ments necessary to the job. 

And Jacques Lapointe 
says the board is withhold¬ 
ing the information at the 
behest of ExxonMobil Cana¬ 
da and EnCana Corporation 


— the two companies the 
board is in place to regu¬ 
late. 

Lapointe’s office began 
an audit into the CNSOPB 
in conjunction with the fed¬ 
eral auditor general’s office. 
The provincial office was to 
focus on the safety of off¬ 
shore workers, while their 
federal counterparts would 
examine environmental is- 


But Lapointe told re¬ 
porters yesterday that the 
board denied him access to 
information which it con¬ 
siders privileged. 

“The board wanted our 
assurance that any informa¬ 
tion provided to us by the 
operators, ExxonMobil and 
EnCana, that is not already 
public, would not be dis¬ 


closed without the approval 
of the operators,” said La¬ 
pointe. 

Lapointe said that con¬ 
travenes the provision in 
the Auditor General’s Act 
that ensures he can report 
anything he finds to the 
House of Assembly, and 
thus the public. It also 
could put him in an unten¬ 
able position — if he uncov¬ 


ered evidence offshore 
workers were at risk, he 
would have to ask Exxon¬ 
Mobil and EnCana permis¬ 
sion to release it. 

But Stuart Pinks, CEO of 
the CNSOPB, said federal 
and provincial legislation 
prevents him from releas¬ 
ing the information re¬ 
quested by Lapointe.

Veterans challenge 
clawbacks to 
disability benefit 


Disability benefits for thou¬ 
sands of former Canadian 
Forces members are being 
unjustly clawed back 
because the payments have 
been unfairly deemed 
income, lawyers for the vet¬ 
erans argued yesterday in 
Federal Court. 

The veterans, who have 
launched a class-action suit 
against the federal govern¬ 
ment, said their long-term 
disability benefits are being 
reduced by the amount of 
their disability pensions, 
with some of the most 
gravely injured not receiv¬ 
ing any of their pension. 

A dozen former military 
members, some using 
canes and one in a 
wheelchair, filed into the 
courtroom to hear 
arguments about what con¬ 
stitutes income and 
whether their monthly 
stipends should be reduced

your disability. 
To equate that 
with the concept 
of income... is 
not a reasonable 
interpretation.”

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Catastrophe training 
‘important’: Leader

Practice makes perfect— 
and especially when it 
comes to handling the 
fallout of a chemical at¬ 
tack. 

Yesterday was the final 
day of a counter-terrorism 
training exercise that was 
jointly operated by the 
RCMP, Canadian Forces, 
Halifax Regional Police 
and Halifax Regional Fire 
Services. Together, the 
groups ran through a 
training scenario near 
Magazine Hill where a 
chemical agent was 


shipped to Halifax to use 
for bombmaking and 
opened by doclcworlcers 
on the waterfront. 

“There’s a lot of perish¬ 
able skill sets involved,” 
said Scott Sheppard, the 
officer in charge of the na¬ 
tional chemical, biologi¬ 
cal, radiological, nuclear 
and explosive (CBRNE) re¬ 
sponse team. 

Shepard said regional 
training visits like this 
one are important. 

“They are the first 
boots on the ground ... 
the success of these types 
of operations based on the 
personalities involved. 


“If we don’t 
maintain a certain 
battle rhythm, 
or a certain tempo 
of training, 
those skill sets 
start to decline.”

People aren’t meeting 
each other for the first 
time at a major catastro¬ 
phe like that, those rela¬ 
tionships are already 
pre-existing and stable.” 

And while these annual 
training sessions are only 
mock scenarios — Shep¬ 


pard says CBRNE training 
like this has stepped up 
since the Sept. 11 attacks 
— those involved in the 
session take it very seri¬ 
ously. 

“Once you get in that 
environment, it doesn’t 
really feel like a training 
exercise,” said RCMP Con¬ 
st. Shawn Godin, whose 
scenario found him inside 
a thick, heavy bomb suit 
and entering a school to 
render a bomb safe. 

“You’re still working up 
a sweat, and you’re still 
nervous and stressed 
about it. Everybody wants 
to do their job.” 


Bowater workers accept concessions to save mill 


Unionized workers at 
Bowater Mersey in Nova 
Scotia have narrowly ac¬ 
cepted contract conces¬ 
sions that include cutting 
80 full-time and 30 casual 
positions in a bid to save 
the troubled paper mill. 

Kevin Evans, a union 
trustee at the mill in 
Brooklyn, said workers 
voted 51.7 per cent in 


favour of accepting the 
concessions during a se¬ 
cret ballot Wednesday 
night. 

He didn't know the ex¬ 
act number of voters but 
said it was “a very high 
percentage” of the work¬ 
force. 

“We had well over 90 per 
cent turnout, so it is a true 
representation,” Evans said. 


The mill employs about 
300 people and the 
province estimates that up 
to 2,000 others in the area 
would be affected if it clos¬ 
es. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
has said that mill owner 
Resolute Forest Products 
Inc. was open to reconsid¬ 
ering a plan to close the 
operation if it could get 


concessions from its work¬ 
ers. 

He said the mill also 
needs to cut production 
costs from suppliers, as 
well as reduce power rates. 

Local president Court¬ 
ney Wentzell said earlier 
this week that he feared 
the mill will still close 
even with concessions.

Province not 
disaster ready, 
auditor says 


Critical provincial govern¬ 
ment information is not suf¬ 
ficiently protected in the 
event of a disaster like a fire 
or a major cyber attack, ac¬ 
cording to auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe. 

Lapointe said the Chief 
Information Office is not 
prepared to recover the 
province’s nonfinancial in¬ 
formation, for example the 
registry of motor vehicles, in 
the event of disaster. 

“If that data centre 
burned down tomorrow or 
was otherwise put out of 
business ... all (nonfinan¬ 
cial) computer-based of gov¬ 
ernment would come to an 
immediate stop,” said La¬ 
pointe. “Social assistance 
payments, registering deeds 
if you buy a property, all of 
those things would stop im¬ 
mediately and they ... 
would have no easy way to 
re-start.” 

If the prospect of the 
provincial data centre burn¬ 
ing down seems like a what- 
if scenario, Lapointe notes

The Occupy protest is the 
most important democrat¬ 
ic social movement of the 
last two generations and 
demonstrators who have 
taken over parks and other 
public spaces should be 
left alone, an expert in so¬ 
cial movements says. 

As civic authorities 
across Canada and the U.S. 
move to end the various 
occupations, Vincent 
Mosco, professor emeritus 
of sociology at Queen’s 
University, says the “extra¬ 
ordinary” movement had 
created a rarely seen coali¬ 
tion. 

“It’s everywhere — not 
just in large cities, but in 
small towns,” Mosco said. 

Back in the 1970s, he 
said, construction workers 
beat up anti-war students 


in the streets of New York 
City. Now, the workers go 
with their own protest 
signs and join the Occupy 
Wall Street demonstration 
in the city’s Zuccotti Park. 

Earlier this week, au¬ 
thorities cleared the Man¬ 
hattan plaza, a scene that’s 
been playing out around 
the world over the past 
few days. 

But Mosco believes the 
movement would survive 
because of its significance, 
even if protesters end up 
evicted from their last re¬ 
maining strongholds. 

No matter what hap¬ 
pens, Mosco said they have 
already made people pay 
attention to issues of 
wealth distribution and 
democracy. 
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Occupy Calgary 

The city's bylaw boss says 
an early-morning tent 
fire in Olympic Plaza that 
sent two Occupy Calgary 
demonstrators to hospi¬ 
tal “validates what we've 
been saying all along.” 

“There's a safety issue 
here and it's of grave con¬ 
cern to us, especially with 
the weather forecast,” 
said Bill Bruce, the direc¬ 
tor of Animal and Bylaw 
Services.

Vegas protesters keep 
peace despite hard times

There are no police in riot 
gear here, no bulldozers 
levelling protest encamp¬ 
ments. 

In a city that celebrates 
behaving badly, Occupy 
Las Vegas protesters are 
touting civil obedience and 
government co-operation 
as anti-Wall Street efforts 
elsewhere have turned to 
violence and police con¬ 
frontations. 

Las Vegas demonstra¬ 
tors have sought approval 
from government leaders 
and police before protest¬ 
ing or setting up a camp 
site. They called off a 
protest during President 
Barack Obama’s visit to Las 
Vegas last month because 
police asked them to do so. 
And they have created a 
system of protest rules 
that ban, among other 
things, lawbreaking and 
hate signs. 

The good behaviour in 
Las Vegas and other 
Occupy efforts across Ne¬ 
vada is even more note¬ 
worthy because Nevadans 
may have the most cause 
to rage against the ma¬ 
chine. The state tops the 


U.S. in foreclosures, and 
unemployment and 

entire neighbourhoods 
have been overtaken by va¬ 
cant homes and store¬ 
fronts. 

But while protesters in 
other cities such as Oak¬ 
land, Calif, and Portland, 
Ore. riot and rage, the Ve¬ 
gas group is hosting a se¬ 
ries of free foreclosure 
mediation workshops for 
homeowners who are un¬ 
derwater on their mort¬ 
gages.

Canadians would have 
about $7,500 more a year 
in disposable income if 
companies had been able 
to keep up with their U.S. 
rivals in productivity over 
the past decade, the Con¬ 
ference Board of Canada 
reports. 

Based on the premise 
that Canada’s productivity 
has lagged the U.S. by 0.8 
percentage points a year 
from 1998 to 2008, the 
Conference Board study 
suggests:

Welcome to the Bank of Cana¬ 
da’s public-awareness 
campaign designed to help 
Canadians learn about the 
newly unveiled $100 bills and 
how to spot counterfeit cash. 
Let’s begin. 

It’s important to note that, according to 
the RCMP, the number of seized counter¬ 
feit bills in Canada has dropped 
dramatically in the last decade. This can 
only mean one thing: Counterfeiters are 
fooling us more than ever. 

When the number of bogus bills seized annually drops 
to zero, we’ll know the criminals have finally won. 

But you can help fight counterfeitism by paying special 
attention to the new bills — look at them, flip them, feel 
them, talk to them, come to know them. 

The bills are a mix of old and new: For instance, the im¬ 
age of Robert Borden on the $100 is now looking right at 
you.

If the bill is counter¬ 
feit, braille reads, “This bill 
is fake. Shhh...” 

• Be waiy if small print 
says, “We swear this bill is 
legal tender, honest.” 

• There has never been a 
bill with Geddy Lee’s image, 
there is no such coin as the 
“threenee,” and the $57.50 
bill is no longer in 
circulation. 

• Only younger 

depictions of the Queen show her with a nose ring; on 
counterfeit bills, her pearls are also fake. 

• The King of Kensington was never actually part of the 
British monarchy. 

Still not sure? The new bills also allow new ways to 
check their legitimacy beyond simple visuals: 

• Chewing on a new bill for one hour will trigger the 
taste of wild pomegranates. 

• A new $100 will bum at 233 C. Results vaiy, so burn at 
least 10 of them, then calculate the mean temperature. 

• The new notes are magic-eye puzzles. If you let your 
eyes go out of focus, you will see, depending on the 
denomination, John A. Macdonald with his head resting 
on a toilet bowl or Pierre Elliot Tmdeau giving you the fin¬ 
ger.

For better or worse, stars have been leaping to the small 
screen to play digital versions of themselves for decades. 
Here are some of the gaming world's most memorable. 


The Black Eyed Peas are get¬ 
ting animated and follow¬ 
ing in Michael Jackson’s 
moon walking, hip-shaking 
steps with the release of 
their own video game, 
Black Eyed Peas: The Expe¬ 
rience. 

Unlike its predecessor, 
Michael Jackson: The Expe¬ 
rience, the Black Eyed Peas 
game, currently for Ninten¬ 
do Wii and Xbox 360, actu¬ 
ally sees gamers battling 
and dancing alongside the 
group instead of playing 
them. 

Black Eyed Peas: The Ex¬ 
perience is even catching 
the attention of Kenny 
Wormald, the star of the hit 
film Footloose, who was at 
a recent launch for the 
game. The 27-year-old has 
been performing on stage 
for 20 years and admits that 
even a pro like him learned 
a few new tricks from Black 
Eyed Peas: The Experience. 

“It’s more than just a 
game, but a choreographed 


dance-off against one of the 
world’s best groups,” he 
says. “(Even) as a profession¬ 
al dancer it’s really good be¬ 
cause it makes you veiy 
meticulous and can teach 
you.”

To transform the Black 
Eyed Peas into digital 
avatars popping and lock¬ 
ing on screen, Ubisoft spent 
days scanning the group 
members’ bodies. Wearing 
outfits fitted with censors, 
the group had every move 
and expression recorded 
and translated into the 
dance-motion game.

Makeup is a complicated af¬ 
fair. You have a zit that 
needs covering, but the con¬ 
cealer only makes the 
breakout worse. Or your 
pores are the size of golf 
balls, but the finely milled 
powder you splurged on 
just makes them look twice 
as big. 

For the past year, science 
has been increasingly blur¬ 
ring the lines between 
makeup and skin care with 
products that address ag¬ 
ing, sun protection, acne 
breakouts and redness, all 
in one shot. You know the 
products: a foundation that 
simultaneously covers 
flaws, evens skin tone and 
reduces signs of wrinkles, 
for example, or a concealer

that blocks the sun, con¬ 
trols oil and clears up acne. 
But is the lcill-three-skin- 
flaws-with-one-cream ap¬ 
proach the best solution, or 
are single-use products still 
the best way to go? 

Maiy Schoolc, a makeup 
artist and skin-care guru, is 
on the fence. 

“I think it’s kind of like 
those all-in-one shampoo- 
conditioners. You can use 
them, but you still get the 
best results by using a sepa¬ 
rate shampoo and separate 
conditioner,” she says. 

“A lot of these products 
that claim to block the 
sun’s rays are not protect¬ 
ing the way they should. 
You’re not getting a sun¬ 
block in a foundation un¬ 
less it has both zinc and 
titanium dioxide. It has to 
be a chemical compound 
that blocks the sun’s rays 
and it’s hard to find that in 
a liquid foundation,” she 


says. 

Dermatologist Dr. Doris 
Day, meanwhile, thinks 
that multi-tasking products 
can work well as a supple¬ 
ment to a healthy slcin-care 
regimen, but don’t neces¬ 
sarily warrant throwing out 
your arsenal of face creams. 

“I like multi-tasking 
products. Think of these 
makeup items as your 
bonus, not your main meal. 
I’m a busy woman. I have a 
husband, two kids and 
three jobs. There are going 
to be days when I can’t put 



on everything all the time,” 
she admits. 

Celebrity makeup artist 
Talia Shobroolc agrees that 
some makeup items that do 
triple-duty can be worth the 
investment. 

“The foundations and 
powders that include acne¬ 
fighting ingredients, for in¬ 
stance, are great because 
that is a specific problem 
that can be treated quick¬ 
ly,” she says. 

“But I don’t necessarily 
think that an anti-aging 
foundation is going 
to work very well. Anti¬ 
aging is not a quick fix. 
Those products are 
dipping into skin care, 
when it should just be 
separate altogether. 
Plus the anti-aging in¬ 
gredients seem to make 
the makeup feel heav¬ 
ier on the skin,” she 
says. 

Ultimately, the real 
task is knowing what to 
look for. 

“It’s about finding 
the right ingredients,” 
Schoolc says. Day adds, 
“You want to make sure 
the products don’t com¬ 
bine ingredients that 
cancel each other out.”

Add 
rice mix into chocolate 
mix and beat well 1 
min. Add vanilla and 
beat 1 min. 

4 Fold in half of nuts, if 
using, and spread bat¬ 
ter into prepared bak¬ 
ing pan, smoothing 
top to even it out. 

Shake the pan a little 
to help even out the 
batter. 

5 Bake in centre of 180 C 
(350 F) oven for 30 to 
35 minutes or until 
brownies are set. Don't 
overcook (brownies 
should be fudgy rather 
than dry and crumbly).

Competition for spots in the 
Halifax Mooseheads’ lineup 
is about to get a little bit 
more fierce. 

With the probable re¬

Sidney Crosby’s comeback 
remains on hold. 

Despite increasing spec¬ 
ulation that the NHL’s 
biggest star is nearing a re¬ 
turn from his 10-month 
concussion layoff, the Pitts¬ 
burgh Penguins ruled Cros¬ 
by out of tonight’s game at 
Tampa Bay 

Coach Dan Bylsma did 
not elaborate yesterday on 
Crosby’s status beyond the 
first game of a two-game 
Florida road trip. The Pen¬ 
guins play at the Florida 
Panthers on Saturday be¬ 
fore returning home for a 
three-game home stand. 

The Tampa Bay game 
will mark the 60th consecu¬ 
tive regular season game 
the 24-year-old Crosby has 
missed. He sat out the final 
41 games of last season and 
hasn’t appeared in any of 
the Penguins’ 18 games this 
season. 

Neither the Penguins 
nor Crosby are offering any 
hints when The Comeback 
will occur. His teammates 
say they rarely discuss the 
topic with him out of re¬ 
spect for his privacy. 

“He’s keeping everyone 
in the dark, just like he’s 
keeping you guys (re¬ 
porters) in the dark,” Pen¬ 
guins centre Jordan Staal 
said. 

Crosby last spoke to re¬ 
porters on Nov. 7. Since 
then, the Penguins have 


said he will resume talking 
only when there is a change 
in his status — in other 
words, when he is ready to 
play for the first time since 
Jan. 5.

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Canada takes next step 
toward 2014 World Cup 

O Journey continues June 8 in Cuba before hosting Honduras on June 12 


Canada can now start plan¬ 
ning for the next round of 
its World Cup qualifying 
journey: Six matches in just 
over four months starting 
with a potentially steamy 
date in Cuba next June. 

The Canadian men have 
fallen at this stage in four 
of the last six qualifying 
campaigns in CONCACAF, 
which covers North and 
Central America and the 
Caribbean. 

There are 12 teams re¬ 
maining: Canada and the 
five other pool winners 
from the second qualifying 
round have been joined by 
the region’s six top-ranked 
teams, as of the March 


1986 

Canada’s only trip to 
the World Cup finals 
was in 1986. 

2011 FIFA ratings. 

Canada, ranked 83rd in 
the world, has been drawn 
in Group C along with No. 
53 Panama, No. 57 Hon¬ 
duras, and No. 100 Cuba. 

The top two in each pool 
advance to the final round 
in the region. That means 
the Canadians, should they 
progress, have a minimum 
of 16 matches ahead in the 
road to Brazil. 


The next part of the 
journey starts June 8 in Cu¬ 
ba before Canada hosts 
Honduras on June 12. The 
Canadians meet Panama 
home and away on Sept. 7 
and 11. They finish the 
round Oct. 12 at home to 
Cuba and Oct. 16 in Hon¬ 
duras. 

While Canada has to 
start on the road, it plays 
three of the next four 
games at home before fin¬ 
ishing off in Honduras. The 
goal will be to pick up 
points at home and lock up 
a top-two spot before the 
Honduras finale. 

Group A features the 
34th-ranlced Americans, 


No. 50 Jamaica, No. 90 An¬ 
tigua & Barbuda and No. 99 
Guatemala. Group B fea¬ 
tures No. 22 Mexico, No. 62 
Costa Rica, No. 82 El Sal¬ 
vador and No. 97 Guyana. 

Canada failed to advance 
to the final round of quali¬ 
fying for the 2010 World 
Cup in South Africa, going 
0-4-2 in a group with Mexi¬ 
co, Honduras and Jamaica. 

Canada also fell at the 
so-called semifinal stage in 
CONCACAF in 1990, 2002 
and 2006. They finished 
last in the final hexagonal 
round in 1998 qualifying 
and lost in a playoff to Aus¬ 
tralia for the ’94 finals.
